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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment received 9/27/06 has been fully considered in preparing this Office 
action. Applicants' amendments to the drawings and the remarks have overcome the objections 
and rejections recited in the prior Office action mailed 6/28/06. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 9/27/06. These drawings are acceptable. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants' arguments, see pages 3-5 of the amendment, filed 9/27/06, with respect to the 
rejections of claims 1-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive because the prior art 
reference TW 393863 and its U.S. Patent No. 5,999,161 do not teach each and every claimed 
elements and limitations. The rejections of claims 1-20 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a display driver for processing image data with an 
improved memory control circuitry. The independent claim 1 requires a combination of features 
including a memory area and a memory control circuit, wherein, in a first mode, a whole of the 
image data of the plurality of bits is stored into the memory area, and in a second mode, a part of 
the image data of the plurality of bits is stored into the memory area to leave an empty area in the 
memory area; whereas, the closest prior art, TW 393863 reference, the Miyamoto patent (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,084,560), and the Ishii patent (U.S. Patent No. 6,362,834) disclose conventional 
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display driving systems each comprising a memory and a memory controller; and they, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to teach or suggest the claimed invention.
